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Care and Feeding of the PL-259

The PL-259 is the most commonly used coax connector in the 
ham world today for frequencies up through VHF. Although 
the PL-259 is easy to use, many people have a difficult time 
making electrically and mechanically sound connections. This 
article will address these issues and will help you made better 
connections. 

Before you 
start warming 
up your sol- 
dering iron, 
here’s a little 
advice on 
choosing the 
right connec- 
tor. There are 
two common 
styles of PL- 
259: nickel- 
plated and sil- 
ver-plated. 
Given a 
choice, always choose the silver plated variety, even though it’s 
more expensive. Since even Radio Shack stocks the silver plated 
version, there’s no need to use the nickel version, which is much 
harder to solder. 

The first step to installing the PL-259 is preparing the coax 
_.cable.. Fhe standard PL-259 is designed for RG-8 cable, and 
other coax with similar diameter, such as RG-213. Other cable, 
such as RG-58 and 9913 require adapters or different connec- 
tors. Start by cutting the cable off square with the end. This is a 
good time to slip the coupling ring over the cable because if 
you forget later, you may have to cut the connector off and 
start over. 

Using a sharp X-acto knife or razor blade, make a cut 3/4" 
from the end of the cable through the outer jacket, braid, and 
dielectric down to the center conductor. If you cut too deeply 
and nick the center conductor, cut the damaged section off and 
start over. Pull the severed section off the cable and discard. 
Measure 5/16" back from the first cut and cut through the jacket, 
making sure you don’t nick the braid. Remove the jacket and

expose the braid. 

Soldering a PL-259 is not a job for a 25-watt pencil iron. 
Attempting to use too small a soldering iron is the number one 
cause of PL-259 failures. This job requires heat, and lots of it. 
You need an iron large enough to heat the connector and flow 
the solder before the jacket and dielectric get hot enough to 
melt. I use a 
300-watt iron 
and recom- 
mend a mini- 
mum of 200 
watts or a 
large solder- 
ing gun. ; 

Tin the ex- 
posed braid 
and center 
conductor 
carefully. 
Don't let the 
iron linger in 
one place too long or you'll melt the dielectric. Thread the con- 
nector body of the PL-259 onto the cable and screw it on se- 
curely until you can see the tinned braid through the four holes 
in the barrel. Use a pair of pliers or channel locks if necessary. 
Apply the soldering iron to the connector barrel adjacent to 
one of the holes and press firmly. Apply solder to the hole as 
soon as the barrel is hot enough to melt it and let it wick and 
flow into the hole. You want the solder to flow into the hole 
and not just plug it. Repeat for the other three holes, but re- 
member that the connector is already hot and will not require 
as much heat. 

The last step is to solder the center conductor. This requires 
much less heat than soldering the braid, so be careful not to 
overheat the connector. After the connection cools, trim the 
center conductor flush with the end of the center pin and re- 
move any solder flux by scraping or with a liquid flux remover.

- Test the connection with a multimeter and make sure there 


isn’t a short between the coax braid and center conductor. Fin- 
ish by screwing the coupling ring onto the connector body.
